1. Claims 1-18 are presented for examination. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant is required to 
provide the application numbers for the cited copending applications cited in page 1-2 of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The intended means for the use of "means for ..." as elements of a computer program product, 
throughout the claims, is unclear. As best understood by the examiner, computer program 
product comprises basically instruction codes stored in a computer readable medium wherein 
when the instruction codes are executed by the associated computer to carry out the associated 
functions. Should "means for ..." be replaced with -instruction codes for ...--? Appropriated 
correction or clarification is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6 and 13-18 are allowed over the prior art of record because none of the prior art of 
record teaches or fairly suggests the operations of detecting for indicator that represent the event count 
associated with the execution of the instructions, counting the events, and then relocating memory blocks 
based on the counted value, as recited in the independent claims 1 and 13, lines 5-17.
